‘Wasniwotox, May 6.—[Special.]—The pres- 
ent session of congress will undoubtedly ex- 
tend well into, and probably nearly through 
the summer; at least, that seems tobe the 
general opinion of members. This opinion is 
not based so much upon the delay of business 
as upon the fact that the two conventions will 
be held while congress is in the midst of its 
work. Many democrats of both houses will be 
selected as delegates, and naturally these who . 
are not selected will be anxious to attend 
the St. Louis convention, to 
gid in shaping. party matters. Hence 
gongressional business will be practically 
suspended during the conveption on account of 
the absence of democrats, and during the sit- 
ting of the Chicago convention  be- 


‘cause of the absence of republicans. From 


this it is conceded that, making allowance for 
the delay of business by reason of the conven 
tion, congress will scarcely adjourn before the 
first of August, and many predict it will run 
into September. 

If a tariff bill should pass the house at all 
it will hardly be done before the middle of 
June, and the finance committee of the senate 
would scarcely be prepared to report it-back 


short of several weeks, and then several more 


weeks would be consumed by ,its discussion 
in that body. 

If a tariff bill fails to pass the house, it will 
even take more time than between now and 
the 15th of June to defeat it, and whether tar- 
iff legislation be or be not enacted, it is evi- 
dent that this is destined to be the longest 
session of congress of many years.

THE WELK IN CONGRESS, 
The Business Upon Whish the Two Houses 
Will Be Engaged. 

Wasnincron, May 6.—The proceedings in 
tne house of representatives during the present 
week promise to be a repetition of those of last 
week, with a change in the names of the 
speakers. The only break in the tariff debate 
that appears to be among the possibilities is 
contingent upon the success of the effort which 
is now being made to secure suflicient support 
for the river and harbor bill, to insure its pas- 
sage by the honse tomorrow under a suspen- 
sion of the rules. Chairman Blanchard has 
arranged to be recognized to make a suitable 
motion, but he will do so only upon the assur- 
‘ance of success. 

In the senate the land grant forfeiuture bill 
holds its right of way in the morning hour, 
and the animal industry bill and the copyright 
bill have the right of way after 2 o’clock. The 
pension appropriation bill is likely to be 
reported during -the week, but will probably 
not be pushed to the front for consideration, 
unless the unfinished measures already peud- 
ing are disposed of earlier than seems likely 
to be the case. The North Dakota bill still 
awaits a favorable opportudity for discussion, 
but can be mentioned only as a possibility for 
the ensuing week. Considerable time is likely 
to be spent in secret sessions, first upon the 
Chinese treaty.

THE POWER OF POWDER. 


An Explosion With Most Direful Results— 
9 The Losses. 

Mount Carmet, Penn., May 6.—Between 
ten and eleven o’clock last night, a terrible ac- 
cident occurred on the Philadelphia and Read- 
ing railroad, between this place and Locust 
Gap. The freight train No. 67, consisting of 
seventy-five cars, bound for Williams Port, 
became disconnected by the breaking 
of the coupling, and the engine 
and three cars ran half ae mile 
before the crew discovered that the train was 
divided. The first section awaited the arrival 
of the second at the foot of a heavy grade, and’ 
the two brakemen, losing control of the second 
section, dashed into the first section, causin 
an explosion in the third car, Which was loadec 
with Dupont powder. At the scene of the ac- 
cident the railroad runs along a steep hill, at 
the bottom of which stood twe rows of houses 
occupied by the Philadelphia and Reading 
Coal and Iron company’s employes. On the 
hillside stood a little cottage occupied by John 
Quinn and family, of four children, two boys 
and two girls. The force of the explosion 
wrecked the buildings, seventeen in all, and 
the stoves set fire to the ruins. Quinn and his 
two little girls were burnedto ashes. The two 
boys escaped with burns. . Simon Keerwick’s 
family, consisted of Mary and: Willie Caya- 
naugh, adopted children,aged eight and 
fourteen years, Can Kerwick, aged eighteen 
years, Alice Kerwick, aged five, and his wife 
and a new-born babe. Mr. Kerwick carried his 
wife from the burning building, but the chil- 
dren were burned to death. Thirty persons 
were injured, the most seriously being Mrs. 
Miles Dougherty, leg broken, bruised and cut; 
her mother, Mrs. Mathews, cut, bruised and 
internally injured; Mary, daughter of Mrs. 
Miles, neck cut and. ~obruised; An- 
drew McElee, right eye destroyed 
aud neck oat; John Donlan, left hand ampu- 
tated and cut about the limbs; Mrs. Patrick 
McManus, injured by missiles; Mrs. Kerwick, 
suffering from shock ; her condition is serious. 
Several of the injured were sent tothe miner's 
hospital. In all twelve cars were destroyed and 
seventeen houses with their furniture. All 
the windows in the Locust Gap churches and 
schools were broken, and the doors blown off. 
In Mount Carmel, the large store windows 
were broken. The total loss is estimated at 
$75,000. Wrecking crews have the road open 
again for travel. 


PREACHING IN AN OPERA HOUSE. 


A Large Mass Meeting of New York Metho- 
dists. 

New York, May 6.—All of the five galleries 
and the mammoth lower floor of the Metro- 
politan opera house was crowded this after- 
noon at the mass meeting of the Methodists, 
given under the auspices of the New York 
City Church and Missionary society. The 
meeting was opened by Rev. Dr. Ensign-Me- 
Chesney, of St. Paul Methodist Episcopal 
church, on Fourth avenue. The sermon was 
weached by Bishop Charles H. Fowler, D, D., 

.L. D., of San Francisco. He spoke on the 
death of Jesus Christ to save mankind. He 
said that it was coarsest, most brutal cruelty 
to punish the innoeent for the guilty. But 
Christ died to save the world. “Sin,” he con- 
tinned, “is not punishable on its own account, 
and n eecause of its demerits, and there 
is now g in justice making it 
necessary to punish sin, because it 
is sin, but it is punished because 
of the demands of the innocent. Sin has no 
right—not even the right to be punished. 
Righteousness commands that justice and law 
must have the sanction of the penalty; other- 
wise it will be only advice.’”’ 

In conclusion, Bishop Fowler said Christ

INTO A LANDSLIDE, 
Several Persons Killed By a Railroad Acci- 
dent—Cars Badly Broken. 

CENTREVILLE, O.. May 6.—Atone o’clock 
this afternoon, a terrible calamity occurred on 
the Cleveland and Pittsburg railroad. About 
three miles above this city, at Mikanna Sta- 
tion, as the train of Miller & Freeman's cir- 
cus, passing this point, went through deep ‘cut 
known as ‘*“‘Backbone,’”’ it met a landslide 
which threw the engine and five cars from the 
track, piling them up inaconfused and broken 
mass. Thecarsare badly broken, and will 
likely be burned, while the engine is turned 
over, and lies directly across the track. <A. H. 
Stillwell, of Wellsville, O., engineer, was ter- 
ribly scalded, and it is feared has received 
injuries. Elmer Ellsworth, 
of Columbus, Ohio, a colored 
cook, was killed ontright. The 
passenger coaches, containing performers, 
were uninjured, as were also the cars contain- 
ing the horses. The train was running at the 
speed of twenty-five or thirty miles per hour, 
and the shock was terrific. The escape of the 
passenger and horse coaches was miraculows, 
Cars containing wagons and other things are 
complete wrecks, and the contents. cover the 
track. Stillwell saved himself by jumping. 
For the past two wecks workmen have been 
removing overhanging rocks in the cut and 
— the dirt and allowed it to fill up the 
track. 


STARVING AT SEA. 


And Afflicted With an Unaccountable Dis- 


enuse. 

San Francisco, Cal., May 6.—[Special.]— 
The weather beaten schooner, Edward E. 
Webster, of Gloucester, Mass., arrived yester- 
day after asix months voyage, during which 
she ran ont of all provisions except musty 
flour, and the greater part of her crew came 
near dying from a strange disease, probably 
caused by insufficient food. The schooner was 
fitted out for seal fish at Cape Flattery, and 
left Gloucester last October. Before ‘she 
reached Montevideo she was disabled 
and had to repair there. Then she encoun- 
tered bad weather at the cape, and it 
took six weeks to roundthe Horn. There all 
the meat on board became tainted and had to 
be thrown overboard. Soon after several of 
the crew fellill of a strange complaint, which 
swelled their limbs and made them useless. 
Soon all their provisions except flour gave out, 
and this became musty. In April one man 
died, and for weeks only two or three men 
were able to do any work. Only the fine 
weather permeates disaster. When a few 
days out from this city they got some peta- 
toes‘ from an English bark, and greatly rel- 
ished them. Here the vessel will be refitted. 
Most of the crew are still unable to walk. 
They describe their complaint as swelling of 
the lower limbs, unattended by pain.

MARISCAL TALKS 


Of the Relations Between Mexico 
and the United States. 


THE TRUE STATUS OF THE NATIONS. 


The Mexicans Ciaim That They are All 
Courtesy, While the Ameri- 
cans are Oiherwise. 


City or Mexico, May 6.—{Special.]—To- 
day the Two Republics published the follow- 
ing important interview with Mr. Mariscal, 
secretary of foreign affairs of Mexico: i 

Yesterday, Hon. Ignacio Mariscal, minister 
of foreign affairs, was shown an article which 
appeared ina New York paper of the 23rd 
ultimo, in which the recent. correspondence in 
the Cutting case is discussed, and in which 
Mexico is accused of seeking revenge for the 
defeat of the reciprocity treaty in the American 
congress. After Mr. Mariscal had read the 
article, he was asked to state what truth there 
is in this charge. 

Mr. Mariseal said: ‘‘E have read that arti- 
cle, and it certainly shows no friendship for 
Mexico or for me,and there is no reason for 
its statements. In the first place, the tone of 
my diplomatic note cannot. possibly be styled 
arrogant. Many of the ofgans of the Ameri- 
can press agree that the arguments 
which I have employed, whatever 
may be their logical force, have never been 
wanting in courtesy nor in that consideration 
which should characterize the discussion be- 
tween friendly governments. The writer of 
the article complains that certain nations have 
concluded treaties of friendship and commerce 
with Mexico, while no such _ treaty 
has been negotiated between this government 
by the United States. This is true 
of Germany and France, and in a provisional 
way of England. They have concluded a con- 
vention of this character with our country, 
which were promoted by them through envoys 
appointed and instructed for that express pur- 
pose, while the government of the United 
States has not taken a single step towards the 
negotiation of such atreaty. This isthe cause, 
notwithstanding the fact that eight years ago 
the treaty then in force was denounced, and 
since then the two governments haye neither 
ties nor obligations of that character. 

“Since that time almost every American min- 
ister to this country has been confidentially in- 
formed that Mexico would, with pleasure, en- 
ter into the jproliminaries of a treaty, and the 
government at Washington has never respond- 
ed to the friendly insinuations. Why? 1. be- 
lieve the reason is that there is a great 
advantage in the anomalous _ situation, 
since without the existence of a treaty, and 
merely out of differencé and friendship, we 
give to the United States the treatment of the 
most favored nation, while we are not always 
treated in the same manner by the United 
States. Hence, I understand that the Ameri- 
can government does not desire to negotiate a 
treaty with us,inasmuch as our difference afford 
the government of that country all the ad- 
vantage without any of the obligations of 
these international conditions. 

“As an example of the correctness of this 
view, I will state that without the existence 
of atreaty, WE are net obliged to deliver a 
dcoorter from an American man of-war. Still, 
onone or two occasions, we have delivered 
such deserters with the best possible 
will. This simple fact should 
prove that even friendship for the 
United States is real and not assumed, but 
there are other considerations in the matter of 
extradition. We are not obliged to arrest and 
hold persons without extradition papers, ex- 
cept on the receipt of the document demanded 
by the treaty. Still, it often happens thata 
telegram is sufficient to cause the arrest here 
of indididuals whose extradition is desired, 
and their detention until the 
requirements of the treaty are 
complied with, but if we wish to 
extradite a criminal, the stipulations of the 
treaty are enforced with the utmost rigor, and 
we cannot secure an arrest until we send all 
the documents required by the treaty, 

“As regards the reciprocity treaty, we 
couldn’t do more than we havedone. The ad- 
vantage of that treaty are, perhaps, more for 
the states really. By means of that treaty 
Americans would have here a large market for 
their productions of the best possible condi- 
tions. We, in the face of the opposition of a 
political party, and even the abuse of its or- 
gans, have approved every clause of that 
convention, while in the United States the su- 
gar interest of the south have been sufficient 
to prevent the passage of the enabling act by 
the house of representatives, The defeat of the 
reciprocity treaty injures the United States 
more than it does us, and for this reason we 
don’t feel defeated. 

‘‘Tf further proofs are desired we have our at- 
titude with respect to our debt to the United 
States. We feel sure we have the most posi- 
tive evidence that the Weil and La 
Abra claims, which amount to 
$1,200,000, are absolutely fraudulent 
but we have not,on that account, suspended 
the punctual payment of the annual install- 
ment due on the whole debt, and now only 
$400,000 remain to be paid. We have been ad- 
vised to apply to the American tribunals for 
relief from the payment of the Weil and La 
Abra claims, with the assurance that the de- 
cision would be favorable to us. But we 
have steadily refused to take such 
action, with one accord, with the government 
of the United States. In doing this we have 


‘been far from following the example of Vene- 


zuela, which finding itself in a position similar 
to us, immediately suspended payments. At 
first that country was threatened with men of 
war and other ways, without these threats 
being carried out. The result has been, that 


while we have continued and shall continue ° 


paying; Venezuela has succeeded in securing a 
treaty fof a reconsideration of the claims against 
her government. We don’t doubt the final 
justice of the United States, and have confi- 
dence in their sense of justice.. We will con- 
tinue the installments until the last shall be 

aid. We do this ont of respect to ourselves, 


| and from.a feeling of sincere friendship for our 


neighbors. In Mexico every American of re- 
spectability who cares to make business pro- 


- posals, is listened to with attention, and the 


government enters into contracts with such 
well constituted American companies as come 
among us to plant anything of utility. 
‘‘Finally, it is}well known that, as an evi- 
dence of friendship for the United States, 


- prresident Dias manifests especial pleasure in 


receiving always, and under all circumstances, 
allthe American excursionists who desire to 
see bh'm, of wha’e er class they may be, from 
the railroad conductors to the prominent citi 
zens who have visited Mexico. 
‘‘As regards my note in the Cutting question, 
I have said that it contains nothing but argu- 
ments which may be more or less solid, but 
they are courteous. The statement is made 
that my apparent object was tooverwhelm my 
adversary with the number rather than the 
quality of my quotations. This is not the case. 
What I did was simply to turn some argument

BOULANGER’'S BUOK, 


The Goming Dictator Keeps His Name Before 
) aaa the People. 

Paris, May 6.—The league of patriots has 
issned a nanifesto in which General Boulanger 
is styled the leader of the nationa) party. 

Two million copies of the first installment of 
General Boulanger’s work on the German in- 
vasion, which will be brought out next Tues- 
day, will be distributed gratis throughout 
France. His book is only to draw profitable 
lessons from 1878. The salient point of the 
preface is the general’s advocacy of the right 
of the army to have a voice in the question of 
peace or war. 


Killed by Hailstones. 

Lone’, May 6.—Dispatches from India an- 
nounce that Delhi and Moradabad have been 
visited by disastrous hailstorms, about one 
hundred and fifty persons having been killed. 
The hailstones were flat and oval in shape, 
and some of them weighed as much as two 
pounds. At Racebati, in Bengal, twenty per- 
sons were killed, 200 were severely injured 
and 2,000 huts were destroyed by hailstones. 


Returning the Decorations. 


St. PETERSBURG, May 6.—Schweintz, the 
German ambassador here, returned to the czar 
the Russian decorations worn by the late Em- 
peror William.

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The Celebration of the Battle of 
Guilford. 


NORTH CAROLINA VALOR TRIED, 


And Found to Have Been of Sterling 
Material—Governor Scales’s 
Speech. 

GREENSBORO, N..C., May 6.—[Special.}— 
Greensboro and Guilford county wil! never 
forget the Guilford battle ground celebration 
event, which occurred yesterday, and which 
in all its details, was carried to a most admi- 
rable conclusion. Thousands of people poured 
into this lovely little city last night, and at 
earliest dawn fresh throngs arrived. Notonly 
did they pour into Greensboro on trains and in 
all sorts of conveyen«s buat they rendezvois ‘d 
also at the battle ground six miles away so 
that it looked like a scene of encampment. 

Considerable rain fell last night, which was 
aliké welcome to farmers and excursionists. 
This morning’s air was cool and fresh, Goy- 
ernor Scales and state. officers arrived last 
night and were recipients of many courtesies. 
This morning trains are so crowded that exer- 
cises at battle-ground were greatly delayed. 
Governor Scales and state officers did not leave 
for battle-ground until noon, and on the arrival 
of-the train it was found that thousands of 
persons had assembled and were patiently 
Waiting. 

Procession was formed by chief marshal, 
John A. Barringer, and marched from Battle 
Ground lodge to speaker’s stand, four hundred 
vardsaway. The procession was composed of 
Governor O. M. Scales, Treasurer D. W. Bain 
and W. P. Roberts, superintendent of public 
instruction, 8S. M. Finger, clerk of supreme 
cowt, T. S. Kenan and Quartermaster- 
General F. <A. Olds, band, Colonel 
James D. Glenn, commanding Third 
regiment and companies of that 
regiment from Winston; Ceptain W,. T. Gray, 
from Greensboro; Captain P. P. Gray, from 
Durham ; Captain E. J. Parrish, of Reidsville; 
Captains A.J. Ellingtonand §. H. Boyd, 
Danville. Captain A. L. Duncan paraded 
with regiment. 

On arrival at speaker’s stand, which is a 
pretty structure on commanding point, exer- 
cises began. Just at 1 o’clock the scene was in- 
spiring.| Thousands of people filled the spacious 
grove and gently undulating fields. National 
colors fluttered everywhere and an air of patri- 
otism was especially noticeable. It was esti- 
mated at this hour that fully 10,000 persons 
were on the grounds. 

There were many prominent men on the 
stand besides the state officers mentioned, 
among them being Judge Settle, of the su- 
preme court of Florida; Colonel Julius A. 
Gray, president Cape Fear and Yadkin Valley 
railroad; Secretary of State W. T. Saunders; 
Colonel N. B. Andrews, . third vice-president 
of Richmond and Danville railway; Judge 
Jno. A. Gilmer, Judge BR, R. Dick, and other 
federal officials. tov. Jd. E. Mann, of 
Greensboro, offered the opening prayer. 

It was of thankfulness for American liberty, 
which the result of the battle of Guilford court- 
heuse secured to colonists andan appeal for 
continuation of fraternal feeling, Jiberty and 
good government. 

Here the band played Star Spangled Ban- 
ner, after which Chief Marshal John A. Bar- 
ringer welcomed the visitors in behali of Guil- 
ford .county, and introduoed Hon. David 
Schenck, of Greensboro, president of Guilford 
Battle Ground association, as historian of the 
battle and orator of,the day. Judge Schenck’s 
address occupied two and a half hours 
in delivery, and was in all respects a masterly 
production. He graphically and in language 
of rare vigor and grace sketched the attempts 
of the British to subjugate the south, of the 
virtual enthrallment of South Carolina, and 
of the determined resistance in North Caro- 
lina, which culminated at the battle of Guil- 
ford courthouse, when Cornwallis received a 
blow from which he never recovered, and 
which insured American success in that pro- 
tracted war. Judge Schenck’s speech was a 
defense of the North Carolina.militia, which 
had gone into history as guilty of gross cow- 
ardice in that battle. He proved by a perfect 
chain of evidence that General Greene or- 
dered the militia to fire volleys and retire, and 
they carried out their instructions to the let- 
ter. He fully carried out his avowed purpose 
to give such an accountof the fight as would 
show that North Carolinians should thrill 
with pride at future mention of it. He de- 
clared that the histories of Lee and Johnston, 
upon which the idea of the battle has been 
formed, bad done North Carolina gross injus- 
tice. Judge Schenck’s long address was heard 
with unabated interest, and the applause was 
frequent. 

At its conclusion Governor Scales spoke 
with marked enthusiasm. He declared that 
history had today been vindicated, and that 
in the name of the state of North Carolina he 
desired to thank Judge Schenck, the man who 
has, at last, set matters right. He asserted 
that Judge Schenck had literally made histo- 
ry, and wiped out a long standing stigma upon 
North Carolina, The governor went on to 
speak of North Carolina patriotism then, and 
of the true deyotion of her people tothe union 
now. He bespoke their undying affection 
for it. This terminated the exercises. 

Lunch was served to all the visitors. Gov- 
ernor Scales reviewed the troops, which made 
a particularly handsome appearance. The 
day was in all respects perfect and unmarred 
by any accident.

The visit of ex-President Jefferson Davis to 
our state in October last, accompanied by his 
wife and lovely daughter, “Miss Winnie,” 
gave the people of Georgia much pleasure, and 
many old ex-confederate soldiers especially es- 
teemed it an honor to gaze once more upon 
the form of the old chieftain. Ampng others 
who desired to give evidence of their friend- 
ship and esteem was Mr. A. A. Lowe, of 
Hawkinsville, who, after his return home from 
the state fair, sent to Miss Davis a memento 
of the late war representing the con- 
federate battle ~* flag, which Mr. 
Lowe carved with his pocket knife 
from a piece of bone while a prisoner of war at 
Castle Williams,on Governor’s Island,N. Y.,in 
1862. Mr. Lowe was captured, with his entire 
company, the ‘‘Wire Guards,” from Macon 
county, Ga., while acting asa part of the gar- 
rison at Fort Pulaski, below Savannah, Ga. 
The prisoners were exchanged in August, 
1862, for as many federal soldiers known as 
Pennsylvania ‘“‘bucktails.’?’ The Wire Guards, 
after their exchange, returned to their 
homes in Macon county, Ga., and re- 
organized their company,  re-electing 
their officers and enlisted forthe war. The 
company formed a part of the 22d battalion 
Georgia artillery, and was again assigned to 
duty at Savannah. The captain of the Wire 
Guards, Mark J. McMullan, was elected ma- 
jor of the battalion, and is now livingin Na- 
varro county, Texas. Mr. Lowe lives in this 
place. He is a democrat and a good citizen. 
He loves “old Jeff Davis,” as he calls him, 
hence he may be pardoned for presuming to 
write a letter to Miss Winnie. To show that 
she is a young Jady who appreciates what was 
intended as an evidence of reverence and 
esteem for her father, we copy her letter, 
as follows: “Your most kind let- 
ter inclosing the memento of our 
war, which you carved in prison, 
became misplaced, and I have been unable, 
not knowing your address, to express to you 
my thanks and appreciation of the present you 
have made me. I shall always keep both the 
little bone trinket and the letter telling the 
story of its creation by the handsof a brave 
manas one of my treasures;and put them 
away inthe good company of two pieces of 
two unsurrendered battle flags. With re- 
newed thanks and sincere good wishes for 
1888, believe me always very truly yours,

cruss-roads hamlet then, and in 1848, when I saw it 
on my way to Savannah, Georgia, a small town, 
giving little promise of what it has since grown to. 
But the prophecy of Mr. Calhoun has already been 
fulfilled, and the 75,000 population that is claimed 
by the sanguine will doubtless double itself in the 
not distant future, 

Itis builton morethanthe “seven hil's’ that 
Rome boasted of, forthe whole city is made up of 
hills and hollows to a remarkable extent. It is uot 
a conformation to be desired by astreet tar com- 
pany, but it quite fills the eve and heart of the lover 
of picturesque possibilities. Asfar asl have ex- 
plored, I must say the Atlantese have taken good 
advantage of their wealth of building sites and 
turned toexcelient account their unrivaled posi- 
tion. Itisa beautiful city now, and is nal to 
improve with age. The passion for Queen Anne 
architecture Nastaken et:oug nold of house build- 
ers; and once J should have thought it a blundering 
blemish; but it isa style that grows upon one. Dis 
hking it violently at first, [have quite changed of 
late; and now, perhaps, irrationally, admire it ex- 
travagantly. The front lawns are very beautiful, 
and, strange to say, covered with a healthy 
of blue grass; which is culti- 
vated with such assiduous care that one is adver- 
tised, in advance, by this, that Atlanta has her 
share of Kentuckians for citizens. An this is even 
so. To our joyous surprise, we have met them in 
shoals since our meeting opened; and nota few of 
them friends before known. since the ‘“‘wah” At- 
lanta has become the capital of this grand old state, 
as allareaware,; and the capitol building, well 
worthy of the city it adorns, is rapidly approach- 
ing completion. It towers grandly from its elevated 
site near the heart of the city, and the only criti- 
cism one can makeis the regret that it has not 
spacious grounds around it, in keeping with its 
magnificent architecture, 

Right through the city’s midst run the railroad 
tracks in a bewildering network, converging ,n the 
union depot, and branching away north, south, 
east, west in how many lines I know not. It cer- 
tainly is a great railroad center. 

There is a plentitude of shade and such affluence 
of foliage of every sort that the resident portions of 
the city are quite hidden away in a forest of trees 
and jungle of shrubbery, very pleasing to behoid., 
It is a staving business place, with the rush and rat- 
tle of ayoung Chicage. I am afraid the “money 
devil’ bas a pronounced hold here. And it is not 
to be wondered fat, considering the ; henomenal 
growth of the piace.

Iam accustomed, Sabbath by Sabbath, to 
stand before an audience of bargain-makers, 
There may be men in all occupations sitting 
before ine, yet the vast majority of them, I am 
very well aware, are engaged from Monday 
morning to Saturday night in the store. tn 
many of the families of my congregation 
aryoss the breakfast-table and the tea-table are 
discussed questions of loss and gain. You are 

- asking yourself: ‘‘What is the 


rir of this? What is the valne of that: 
You would not think of giving something of 
greater value for that which is of lesser val- 
ve. You would not think of selling that 
which costs you ten doitiars for five doilars. 
If you had a property that was worth fifteen 
¢housand dollars, you would not sell it for 
four thovsand dollars. You are intelligent In 
all matiers ol bargain-making. Are you as 
wise inthe thingsthat pertain to the matters 
of the soul? Christ adapted his instruciions | 
to the ‘circumstances of those to whom he | 
spoke. When he talked to fishermen, he 
spoke of the gospel net; When he talked to | 
the farmers, he said: ‘“‘A sower went forth to 
gow.” When he talked to the shepherds he 
told the parable of the lost sheep. And am I 
not ricit when speaking this morning to an 
audience made up of bargain-makers, that I 
address them in the words of my text, asking: 
“Wheat shallit protit a man, if heshall gain 
the whole world and lose his own soul ?’’ 

] propose, as far as possivie, to estimate and 
compare ihe value of two proberties. 

First, l have to 8aVv that the world iS a very 
grand property. Its towers are God’s thoughts 
in bloom. Itsrocks are God’s thoughts in 
stone. Its dew-drops are Ged’s thoughts in 
pearl; ‘This world is Ged’s child—a wayward 


child indeed; it has wandered off through the 
heavens. But about eighteen hundred and 
eighty-cight years ago, one Christmas night, 
God sent out a sister world to call that wan- 
derer back, aid it hung over Bethlehem only 
long enough to get the promise of the wander- 
er’s return, and now that lost world, with soft 
feet of light, comes treading back through the 
heavens. The hills, how beautiful they billow 
up, the edge of the wave white with the foam 
of-the crocuses! How beautiful the rain- 
bow, the arched bridge on which heaven 
and earth come and-talk to each other in tears 
after the siormisover: ILlow nimble the feet 
of the lamplighters, that in a few minutesf{set 
all the dome of the night ablaze with brackets 
of fire! How bright the oar of the saffron 
cloud that rows across the deep sea of heaven! 
How beautiful the «spring, with bridal blos- 
soins in her hair! Il wonder who it is that 
beais time on a June morning for the bird 
orchestra. How gently the harebell tolls its 
fragrance on the air! There mav be grander 
worlds, swarthier worlds, larger worlds than 
this; but L think that this is a most exquisite 
world—e mignonette on the bosom of immen- | 
sity! “Oh,” you say, ‘‘iake my soul! give ine 
that world! I am willing to take it in ex- 
ehange. Lam ready now for the bargain. It 
is so beautiful a world, so sweet a world, so 
grand a world!’’ 7 

But let us look more minutely into the value 
of this world. You will not buy property un- 
less you can get a good title toit. After you 
have looked at the property and found out 
tliat it suits youy *you send an attorney to the 

mublie office, and he examines the book of 

eeiis,and the book of mortgages, and the 
beok of judgments, and the book of liens, and 
he decides whether the title is good before you 
will have anything to do with it. There might 
property, and in every way ex- 
actly suited to your want; but if you cannot 
get a good title you will not take it. NowI 
am here this morning to say that it is impossi- 
ble to get a good title to this world. If I settle 
down upon it,in the very year I soseitle 
down upon it as a permancnt possession, I may 
be driven away from it. Ay, in five minutes 
after I give up my soul for the world, I may 
have to part with the world; and what 
kind of a title do you call that? 
There is only one way in which 
d can hold an earthly possession, and that is 
through the senses. All beautiful sights 
through the eye, but the eye mav be blotted 
out; allcaptivating sounds through the ear, 
but my ear may be deafened; all lusciousness 
of fruits and viands through my taste, bnt my 
taste may be destroyed ; all appreciation of cul- 
ture and of art through my mind, butI may 
lose my mind. What a frail hold, then, Ihave 
upon any earthly possession! 

In courts of law, if you want to geta man 
off a property, you must serve upon him a writ 
of ejeciment, giving him a certain time to va- 
cate the premises; but when death comes to us 
and serves awrit of ejectment, he does not 
give us one second of forewarning. He says: 
“Off of this place! You have no right 
any longer dn the possession.’””’ We might 
cry out: “I gave you a hundred thousand 
dollars for that property ;”’ the plea would be 
ofnoavail. We might say: ‘We have a war- 
rantee deed for that property ;,’ the plea would 
be of noavail. We might say; ‘““‘We have a 
lien on that store-house ;’’ that: would do us no 
good. Death is blind, and he cannot seea 
seal, and cannot read an indenture. So that, 
first and last, 1 want to tell yon that when you 
propose that I'give up my soul for the world, 
you cannot give me the first item of title. 

Ifaving examined the title of a property, 
your next question is about insurance. You 
would not be silly enough to buy a lasge ware- 
heuse that could not possibly be insured. You 
Would not have anything to do with such a 
property. Now, I ask you what insurance can 
ie give me that this world is not going to be 
murned up? Absolutely none. Geologists 
tell us that it is already on tire; that the heart 
of the world is one great living coal; that 
it is just like a ship on fire at sea, the 
flames not bursting out because the hatches 
are kept down. And yet you propose to palm 
off on me, in return for my soul, a world for 
which, in the first place, you give no title, and 
in the second place, for which you can give no 
msurance. “Oh,” you say, ‘‘the waters of the 


the fire.’’ Oh, no. There are inflammable ele- 
ments inthe water, hydrogen and oxygen. 
Call off the hydrogen, and then the Atilarftic 
andthe Pacific oceans would blaze like heaps 
of shavings. You want me to take this world, 
for which you can give no possible insurance. 

Astronomers have swept their telescopes 
throngh the sky, and have found out that 
there have been thirteen worlds, in the last 
two centuries, that have disappeared. At 
first they looked just like other worlds. Then 
they got deeply red—they were on fire. They 
got ashen, showing they were burned 

own’ Then they disappeared, showiny that 
éven the ashes were scattered. And if the 
geologist be right in his prophecy, then our 
world is to goin the same way. And vet you 
want me to exchange my soul for it. Ah, no; 
it isa world that is burning now. Su pose-you 
brought an insurance agent to look at your 
property for the purpose of giving you a poticy 
upon it, and while he stood in front of the 
house he should say: “That house is on fire 


insurance upon it. Yet you talk about this 
worid as though it were a safe investment, as 
though you could ES some insurance upon it, 
I remark, also, t? it this w rd “pe 
ark, also, that this world is a property, 
with which everybody who has hated ae 
pomsension has had trouble. Now, I know a 
arge reach of land that is not built on. I ask 
what is the matter, and they reply that every- 
body who has had anything to do with that 
property got into trouble about it. It is just 
S0 with this world; everybody that has: any- 
thing to do with it, as apossession, has been in 
berpiexity. How was it with Lord Byron? 
id he not sell his immportal soul for the pur- 
Pose of getting the werld? Was he satistied 
with the pomseanicss Alas! alas! the’ poem 
= y describes his case when it says: 
“Drank ey : ; 
Heard every Gemee bk ae 
gunk early, deeply drank,: 
ik draughts which common fnillions might 


have .quench 
Then died af | : 
died of want Seoname thane wes do more to | 


Oh, yes, he had trouble with it; and so did 
Napoleon. After conquering nations by the 
force of the sword, he lies down to die, his en- 
tire possession the military boots that he in- 
sisted cn having upon his feet while he was 
dying. So it has been with men who had 
better ambition. Thackeray, one of the most 
genial and loveable souls, after he had won 
the applause of all. intelligent jands through 
his wonderiul genius, sits down in a restaurant 
in Paris, iooks to the other end ofthe recom, 
and wonders whose that forlorn and wretched 
face is; rising up after awhile, he finds that it 
is Thackeray in the mirror. Oh, yes, this 
world isacheat. Taik about aman gaining 
the world! Who ever gained half of the 
world? Who ever owned a hemisphere? Who 
eyer gained a continent? Whoever owned 
Asia? Who ever ga‘ned acity! Whoever 
owned Brooklyn! Talk about gaining the 
world! Neman ever gained it, or the-han- 
dred-thonsandth part of it. You are demand- 
ing that I sell my soul, not for the world, but 
fora fragment of it. Here isthe man who 
has had a large estate for forty or fifty years. 
He lies down to die. You say: ‘That 
man- is worth millions and _ millions 
of doliars.”” ishe? Youcallup a surveyor, 
with his compass and chains, and you say: 
“There is a property extending three miles in 
one direction, and three miles in another direc- 
tion.”’ Is that the way to measure that man’s 
property? No! Youdo not want any sur- 
veyor, with his compass and chains. That is 
not the way you want to measure that man’s 
property how. Itisan undertaker that you 
need, who will come and pot his finger in his 
vest-pocket, and take out atape-line, and ho 
will méastre five feet nine inches one way, and 
two feet and a half the other way. Thatisthe 
man’s properiy. Oh, no, I forgot; notso much 
as that, for he does not own even the p!ace in 
which he lies in the cemetery.

J can not afford to make a mistake for 
my soul, and yon can not afford to make a 
mistake for your soul. 

Now, let us look at the other prop- 
erty—the — soul. We can not make 
a bargain -without seeing the com- 
parative value. The sonl! How shall I esti- 
mate the valneofit? Well, by its exquisite 
orzanization. Itis the most wonderful piece 
of mechanism ever put together. Machinery 
is of value in proportion as it is mighty and 
silentat the same time. You lookatthe en- 
gine and the machinery in the Philadelphia 
minut, and, a8 you see it performing its wonder- 
ful work, you will be surprised. to find how 
silently it Machinery that roars and 
tears soon desiroys itself; but silent machinery 
is often most effective.

—it moves in silence. 
racket, lifting its scales; memory, without any 
wnoise, bringing down all its treasures; con- 
science taking its judgment seat without any 
excitement; the understanding and the will all 
doing their work. Velocity, majesty, might: 
but silence—silence. You listen at the 
door of - your heart. You can _ hear 
nosound. The soul is all quiet.. Itvis so deli- 
cate an instrument that no human hand can 
touch it. You break a bone, and wiih splin- 
ters and bandages the surgeon sets it; the eye 
becomes inflamed, the apothecary’s wash cools 
it; but a soul off the track, unbalanced, no bu- 
man power canreadjustit. With one sweep 
of its wing it circles the universe,- and over- 
vaults the throne of God. Why, in the hour 
of death the soul is so mighty, it throws aside 
the body as though it were atoy. It drives 
back medical skill as impotent. It breaks 
through the circle of loved ones who stand 
around the dying couch.

And all the enjoyment of the soul 
in this world, the enjoyment we think is real 
enjoyment; is only preparative; it is only an- 
ticipative; itis only the firststages of the 
thing; itis only the entrance, the beginning 
of that which shall be the orchestral harmonies 
and splendors of the redeemed. 

You cannot test the full power of the soul 
for happiness in this world. How much power 
the soul has here to find enjoyment in friend- 
ships! but oh, the grander friendships for the 
soul in the skies! How sweet the flowers here! 
but how much sweeter they will be there! I 
do not think that when flowers die on earth, 
they die forever. I think that the fragrance 
of the flowers is the spirit being wafted away 
into glory. God says there are palm trees in 
heaven and fruits in heaven. Ifso, why not 
the spirits of the dead tlowers? Inthe sunny 
valleys of heaven shall not the marigold creep ? 
On the hills of heaven will not the amaranth 
bloom? On the amethystine walls of heaven 
will not the jasmine climb? ‘“‘My beloved is 
come down in his garden to gather Jilies.’’ No 
flowers in heaven? Where, theu, do they get 
their garlands for the brows of the righteous? 

Christ is glorious to our souls now, but how 
much grander our appreciation after a while! 
A conqueror comes back after the battle. He 
has been fighting for us. Hecomes upon the 
platform. He has one arm in a sling, and the 
other arm holds-acrutch. As he mounts the 
platform, oh, the enthusiasm of the audience! 
They say: ‘That man fought for us, and im- 
perilled his life for us,’’ and how wild the 
huzza that follows huzza! When the Lord 
Jesus Christ shall at last stand out before the 
multitudes of the redeemed of heaven, and we 
meet him face to face, and feel that he was 
wounded in the head, and wounded in the 
diands, and wounded in the feet, and wounded 
in the side for us, methinks we will be over- 
whelmed. We will sit some time gazing in 
silence, until some leader amidst the white 
robed choir shall lift the baton of light, and 
give the signal that it is time to wake the son 
of jubilee; and all heaven will then bieak 
forth into: ‘“‘Hosanna! hosanna! hosanna! 
Worthy is the-Lamb that was slain.” 

I calculate further the value of the soul by 
the price that has been paid forit.

Editor Elliot F. #hepard, of the New York 
Mail and Express, missed his calling when 
he drifted into journalism. 

It is a pity to see one so far along in years 
throw himself away, after having made a 
success of the pursuits which he abandoned 
to step into the thorny and uncertain path 
of journalism. 

It is said that Editor Shepard is a million- 
aire. We hope this is true, and that he will 
constantly add to his already ample posses- 
sion of the world’s goods; but we do not be- 
lieve that he wi!l. He willlose money in 
the newspaper business, and it will not 
take him long to sink his fortune in trying 
the experiment. 

In the first place, Mr. Shepard knows 
nothing about the newspaper business, and 
of course a man that don’t know anything 
about the first principles of running a news- * 
paper, cannot make a success in attempting 
todoso. If he would turn the running of 
the paper over to Major Bundy or Foster 
Coates, and let them have charge of the 
editorial management of the paper, they 
would, no dobbt, succeed in keeping it ona 
paying basis, but Colonel Shepard will not 
do this. He has recently issued minute in- 
structions to these two veteran journalists, 
who have made the Mail and Express what 
it is, as to how the paper shall be run. 

These instructions are embodied in a 
unique letter addressed to the entire staff of 
the paper, in which it is stated that ‘‘every 
one’s thoughts, hopes and ambitions must 
center in this great institution, which is 
worthy of them all, and sufficient to reward 
them all.’ It further goes on to forbid any 
employe of the paper ‘‘making money out- 
side of the newspaper,’’ and as an extra in- 
ducement, offers the members of the staff 
ten per cent commission on any advertise- 
ments they may bringin. “The spirit of 
the paper is Christian,’’ announces the ed- 
itor, and he further goes on to say that it 
will “‘help teach the world that the Ten 
Commandments are actually enforced here 
and everywhere.”’ 

This is no doubt a very good platform for 
a paper to stand on, but if Brother Shepard 
expects to make a business success of send- 
ing out his reportorial and editorial flock to 
solicit business and crowd the preachers, he 
will find that it will not be a very profitable 
undertaking. 

However, we have noticed a considerable 
improvement in the advertising columns of 
the Mail and Express since Major Bundy 
and Mr. Coates have been put on that de- 
partment. We trust that their commissions 
have been lucrative, and that they are better 
satisfied with their new work than they were 
when they were engaged in making the 
Mail and Express a great paper.

John R. McLean, 
of the Cincinnati Enquirer, was a candidate 
for the senatorship in case the legislature 
was democratic, and Allen O. Myers was 
his most trusted lieutenant. The change 
upon the tally sheets was in the interests of 
the democrats, and Allen O. Myers was in 
Columbus at the time. 

More than a year after this election, Allen 
O. Myers was, with others, indicted for the 
forgery. He was indicted upon the testi- 
mony of an ex-convict who in open court 
admitted that he had perjured himself, 
Since then his enemies have assailed him on 
all sides. 

Myers was a witness in the trial of Dr. 
Montgomery, one of those indicted with 
him. After he had been discharged he 
went to Cincinnati and there, beyond the 
jurisdiction of the court at.Columbus, he 
wrote, in his capacity as correspondent of 
the Cincinnati Enquirer, a semi-humorous 
stricture of the action of the court—an 
article which the bitterly partisan Commer 
cial-Gazette says was no more than a ‘‘clever 
specimen of impudent mockery.’’ The 
court, Judge Pugh, deemed this contempt 
of court and, after a trial, sentenced Myers 
to heavy fine and imprisonment. 

It seems as if the whole question of the 
liberty and freedom of the press is involved 
in this case, and that Judge Pugh’s action 
is open to the severest condemnation. He 
has allowed his personal feelings to over- 
balance his judgment. His friends claim 
for him that he has not been treated fairly 
by the Enquirer. 

Granted. But what has that to do with 
Mr. Myers? 

Mr. Myers is neither editor nor proprietor 
of the Enquirer and could not possibly be 
held responsible for the action of the editors 
of that paper or of other correspondents, 
even if it could be proven that he instigated 
these acts. He is a correspondent, on a 
salary, a contributor whose only responsi- 
bility ‘is a literary One, and the writing for 
which heis held responsible was done out- 
side the jurisdiction of the court. 

Judge Pugh has, it seems to us, taken to 
himself a power which he does not possess. 
It will be interesting to watch the action of 
the Ohio supreme court upon this case.

Poetry and the Law. 

The newspapers have discovered that Mr. 
Fuller, the newly-appointed chief justice of 
the supreme court of the United States, is 
something of a poet. There is nothing 
strange in this. For a century or more it 
has been kuown that there is an affinity be- 
tween poetry and the law. 

We need not gotothe literary cyclopedias 
to prove this. In our own times Richard 
Henry Wilde wrote ‘‘My Life is Like the 
Summer Rose;’’? General Henry Rh. Jack- 
son wrote **lo My Wife,’’ and Francis M. 
Finch wrote ‘‘The Blue and the Gray.’’ 

Then there is Phelps, our minister to 
England, who is perhaps the ablest person 
this country has ever produced—if appetite 


and British tendencies go to make an able 
man. Phelps has written a delicious little 
poem, the first stanza‘of which we repro- 
duce from the editorial columns of the New 
York Sun. It is an odeto Essex Junction: 
“With saddened face and battered hat

The first Maine artillery lost 1,283 killed and 
wounded out of the 2,202 engaged. 

The New York heavy artillery, with 2,5 
men, lost 1,010. 

It would be an easy matter to show similar de- 
structive losses among the New Hampshire, Massa- 
chusetts and Pennsylvania troops, but it may be 
more interesting to our readers to come down to the 
confederate losses, 

The 26th North Carolina—Pettigrew’s brigade, 
Heth’s division—lost at Gettysburg 86 killed and 502 
wounded; total, 588, not including tha missing, of 
whom there were about 120. In one company, 81 
strong, every man and officer was hit; and the or- 
derly sergennt who made out the list did it witha 
bullet theough each leg. This is by far the largest 
recimental lcs: on eithersile during the war, At 
Fair Oaks the 6th Alabama, John B. Gorden's regi 
ment, sustained a loss of 91 killed, 277 wou»ded, and 
5 missing: total, 373. One company in this regiment 
is oflicially reposted as having lost21 killed and 23 
wounded, out cf55 who were in action. The Ist 
South Carolina Rifles encountered the Duryea Zou- 
aves at Gaines’ mil), and retired with a loss of 81 
killed and 225 wounded, The Zouaves, in turn, va- 
cated their position at Manas:a; in favor ofthe 5th 
Texas, but not until they had dropped 261 of the 
Texans.

The total number of killed in the confeder- 
ate armies, including deaths from wounds, will 
never be definitely known. From a careful exam- 
ination of their oficial report:, or, in case of the 
absence of such reports, a consideration of the .ac- 
cepted facis, it appears that their mortuary. los¢ by 
battle was not far from 94,000. 

In 1865, General Fry, U. 8. provost marshal pen- 
eral, ordered a comp‘ lation made from the confed- 
erate muster rolls, then in possession of the govern- 
ment, from which it appears that they lost 2,085 offi- 
cers and 50,868 enlisted min, killed; 1,246 officers 
and 20,324 enlisted men died of wounds; total, 74,- 
524. Deaths from disease, 58,207. These rolls were 
incomplete; the rolls of two states were ulmost en- 
tirely missing, and none of them covered the entire 
period, Still they develop the fact that the number 
of killed could not have been less than the figures 
given above. 

Itdoes not follow that, because the confederate 
armies were smaller, their losses were smaller.

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GEORGIA’S CROPS. 


First Report by the Commis- 
sioner for the Year. 


Interesting Facts About Crops Everywhere 
~The Farmers’ Alliance—Points 
of Interest to Everybody. 


Judge Henderson, commissioner of agricul- 
ture. has finished his first crop report of the 


year. 

The areas, condition and prospect of crops, 
and the general condition of the farming inter- 
ests of Georgia, as herein given, he says, are 
based on reports from correspondents in 
nearly every county received at this office 


about May 1. 

Returns from counties having iffferior mail 
facilities were generally made out and mailed 
during the last few daysof April. There have 
been no reports of changes in the weather 
condition, however, and this report, therefore, 
may be accepted as representing the general 
condition of the crops on the Ist day of May, 
and even later in the month. 

WEATHER CONDITIONS. 

Heavy rains during March and the early 
days of April delayed the work of planting 
corn, and left the land in a bad condition for 
plowing. April was characterized by dry 
weather, and much of the land pre- 
pared for planting required replowing. 

CORN. 

An increase of one per cent in the state, as 
compared with last year’s acreage, is reported, 
each section save southwest Georgia, showing 
a small increase. The condition of the plant 
is 4 per cent below an average, due to March 
rains, succeeded by dry April. The stand is 
toequal an average. Crop needs only sun- 
shine and rains to bring it to full average con- 
dition. 

OATS. 

Small reduction in acreage as compared with 
last crop. The prospect is 5 per cent below an 
average—weather conditions very unfavorable 
on May ist. In some counties the prospect is 
much better than the average. 

WHEAT. 

Acreage gradually decreasing. Condition of 
crop not so good as a month ago. Rust report- 
ed in many localities, despite the dry, cool 
weather. Rain and warm weather now would 
promote the spread of the pest. 

COTTON. 

-There is no increase in the acreage devoted 
to cotton. The conditions have been quite un- 
favorable for securing good stands, and only 
fifty per cent of the area already planted and 
to be planted is now “up.’’ Owing to bad 
weather the planting is generally later than 
usual by several days, taking the whole state 
through somewhat earlier in north Georgia. 
This refers to the portion of the crop already 
slanted, much of which is yet to come up. 
Practically, it may be considered that but one- 
half the crop was planted up to May 1, since 
fully one-half was either not planted or the 
ground was toodry to germinate the seeds. 
The reported general condition—90, compared 
with an average condition—must be considered 
as higher than the truth, and this discrepancy 
will increase until more favorable seasons set 
in. On the whole, the condition and prospects 
of the cotton crop is unsatisfactory, if not de- 
cidedly discouraging. 

SUGAR CANE AND RICE. 

Decided increase in the acreage of the sugar 
cane crop, being 106 compared to last year. 
Cond.t:on of crop 99 compared toan average. 

Acreage in rice reduced, particularly in rice 
region proper. High waters have delayed 
work in many places. 

CLOVER AND GRASSES. 

There is quite an awakening ofinterest in 
the subject of grass culture, especially in mid- 
dle and southwest Georgia. This is mani- 
fested in a greaier inquiry for information in 
regard to grasses suitable for permanent past- 
ures and meadows. Attention, heretofore, in 
the sections named, has been chiefly directed 
to forage plants, or those intended for green 
soiling purposes and usually planted in small 
rich lots around the barnyard. A revival in 
lucerne (or alfalfa) is one of the results of its 
introduction of late years intothe north. La- 
cerne has been grown in a small way in ail 

arts of the south for forty years, andits value 
or green soiling and hay has been well known 
to most intelligent farmers for many years. 

FRUIT. 

The reports show that the peach crop will be 
almost a complete failure in many counties, no 
section giving a higher condition than 38. per 
cent of acrop. Thesections best adapted to 
a) and which usually produce much the 

arger yields, show the greatest injury from 
the cold. The young fruit continues to drop 
from the trees, and it is probable that the 
yield of the entire state will be less than one- 
fifth of afullcrop. Pears and apples are in 
much better condition, the first promising pos- 
sibly one-third of a crop, and the second one- 
half acrop. Grapes, as usual, are practically

Phelps was probably not an English- 
man when he wrote it, but he possessed the 
British aim and genius which have since 
been developed to such colossal proportions 
during his residence in Merrie England. 

The poem attributed to Mr. Fuller, the 
newly appointed chief justice, is entitled 
“The Great Commander.”’ It is a very 
fair piece of verse, but, when all is said, it 
is only verse. If it is poetry it by no means 
equals the British effusion which we have 
quoted from Minister Phelps. Of ‘The 
Great Commander,’’ Mr, Fuller writes as 
follows: 

Let drum to trumpet speak— 

The trumpet to the cannoneer without, 
The cannon to the heavens from each redoubt, 

Each lowly valley and each lofty peak, 

As to his rest the great commander goes

General condition of work animals is better 
than usual, being 101 compared to last year. 
Cholera among hogs reported in many counties, 
but disease not generally violent, and stock of 
hogs ayerages 100 in condition and numbers. 

SUPPLIES. 

There is quite an increase in both the cash 
and credit prices of corn, May 1, as compared 
with the same date last year. In 1887, ~  # 
the average cash price throughout the state 
was 68 cents; the credit price 92 cents. Ma 
1, 1888, the cash price was 79 cents; the credit 
price 98 cents. Last year the credit price was 
35.3 per cent greater than the cash price; this 
year the credit price is 25 per cent greater than 
the cash price. The average length of credit 
is about five months, which gives5 per centum 
per month, or 60 per centum per annum, as 
the price farmers pay for credit on one of the 
staple farm productions! 

The Farmers Alliance. 

This new organization for the benefit of 
farmers is meeting with perhaps greater favor 
than any similar institution that has ever ex- 
isted. The rapid growth and immense popu 
larity of the Alliance is evidence of an almost 
universal sentiment among farmers that some 
concerted action must be taken to reassert 
and m&intain their independence, and to de- 
fend themselves against monopoly and extor- 
tion. Asa means of disseminating informa- 
tion. encouraging hame independence and 
self-reliance, of resistance to extortion, and of 
concerted action in all matters of general in- 
terest tothe agriculture of the country, this 
organization promises to be of immense bene- 
fit. In view of the past history of similar co- 
oporative movements it behooves the intelli- 
gent, ey members, to steer as wide as pos- 
sible of the dangers that beset all such efforts. 
Farmers should remember that there is more 
promise of good results and practical benefit to 

. themselves from changes that may be effected 
in their own systems and methods, than from 
efforts made to change the methods of others. 

It is true that farmers as a class have been 
for years betwee the upper and nether mill- 
stones, and the pressure ot the grinding has 

Cc we penetally been severe. It is hoping against 

. me ope—against uniform experience—against 
human nature—to expect to reduce areas in 
one crop and increase areas in another, by 
mere force of resolutions and pledges. There 
must’be a@ conviction upon the mind of each 
individual farmer that a particular plan of ac- 
tion, or radical change of system, is the best 
for him—regardless of what others may do. 
The safe and wise course for any farmer to 
pursue is that which does not depend for suc- 
cess upon an unenforced and unequaled co- 
operation on the part of others.

of Kentucky, is a very narrow-minded 
man—that he lacks the information and the 
culture which a few of his colleagues and 
many of his countrymen manage to find in 
literature; but his opposition to the inter- 
national copyright bill is born of an igno- 
trance that seems to be based on stupidity. 

He argues against the bill from the stand- 
point of an ignoramus. He has declared 
in his blind and foolish attacks on the Chace 
bill that Great Britain has shown no such 
liberality to American authors as congress 
is now asked to show to British authors. 

The New York Herald, commenting on 
Senator Beck’s surprising display of igno- 
rance, reminds the distinguished Kentucky 
statesman that any American author may 
secure copyright in Great Britain on two 
conditions—first, by a first or contempo- 
raneous publication of his work in Eng- 
Jand, and, second, by being on British soil 
at the time of such publication, 

It is to be supposed that every American 
who takes an interest in literature would 
be acquainted with these facts, but it seems 
that Senator Beck is profoundly ignorant of 
them. He needs to be told that an Ameri- 
can author who prints his stories or his 
novels in an American magazine has copy- 
right in Great Britain, and this copyright 
is based solely on the fact that the Ameri- 
can magazines are published simultaneously 
in both countries; and this copyright ex- 
tends to the books that American authors 
may be disposed to make out of the matter 
go copyrighted. 

The sole purpose and intention of the in- 
ternational copyright bill, as we understand 
it, is to give American authors undisputed 
rights in foreign countries in return for the 
grant of undisputed right to foreign authors 
in this country. This is the whole of the 
bill, whatever else Senator Beck’s astound- 
ing ignorance may be disposed to make 
of it.

} ugh faith in the crucified Christ. Here are 
three representative ways of being saved—the way 
ot thought, which implics reliance upon the intel- 
lect: the way of law, which implies reliance upon 
action, the way of faith, which implies reliauce 
upon Christ. The way of thought involves the act- 
jon primarily of the intellectual faculties, and 
rails into exercise the will and the sensibilities in 
@ far as they are necessary to help the conception 
of the intellect. 

The way of law involves theaction of the will or 
executive faculties mainly, and stirs to action the 
inieiiect and the affections only so far as they are of 
service in helping to the observance of law. 

The way of faith reaches first of all the affections, 

but in calling them forth fully and roundly, stimu- 
lates to their normal action, also the will and the 
inteilect, The Greek thought, in right thinking, sie 
had the true way; the Jew thought, in right acting 
he had the tiue way; St, Paul thought, with better 
season, thatin faith he had the true way, for he 
found that when the heart Joved right, the mind 
thought right, and the will willedright. The Chris- 
Sian method then does not discount right thinking, 
nor right acting, but in loving right supplies a mo- 
tive and an inspiration for both, 
@ In Christ crucified Hellenistic thought and Hebra- 
¥stic law mect and kiss each other. In him they 
and themselves not displaced, or set aside, but ac- 
gounted for and enlar,e!. It seems like a paradox 
that the method which seemed to ignore thougnt 
and action s':ould yet provoke the highest thought 
and the tobiest action. Let us consider these three 
representative ways of salvation, how they proceed 
and where they, arrive: 

1. The way of thought. The Greeks are entitled 
to the destinction of opening up clearly and dis- 
tinctly the way of thought. The world is indebted 
to them fora correct mental method. The soucht 
to unders @1d things asthey were. They carefully 
considered the facts about them 
and deduced from them principles 
large enough to accommodate them, and account 
for them. In Greece the two great philosophic lines 
were opened up, along which philosophic thinkers 
have moved down to ourday. To Aristotle we are 
indebted for laying the foundations upon which 
Trealistic thinkers have builtin all ages, Plato iirst 
enunciated the principles of idealism. VDiato and 
Aristotle have been central figures in the realms of 
speculative thought for twothousand years. They 
s0 completely oceupied the field of speculative 
thought, as that but little original thinking was 
given the world outside of what they had 
zoutributed before the time of Descartes. He re- 
considered the facts over which Plato and Aristotle 
had thought, and made some fresh contributions to 

re thought.Since D. scartes’day mary strong minds 
tend wrestled with the problems of thought and 
have given the world a literature of the very higti- 
est and noblest kind. For strength, for analytical 
power, for fascination, no literature equals that 
given to the world by its speculative thinkers. But 
the question arises, “To what does it all lead?”’ 
Perhaps pure thought bas foundfits highest expres- 
sion in Immanuel Kant. He showed that 
the mind, through sense, understanding and reason, 
was.capable of taking up and passing through itself 
the whole universe. Butafter all, it could know 
nothing about the things in themselves that h:d 
passed through it. If one desires to know the limits 
and imyotence of pure thinking, let him master the 
Critique of Pure Reason, by Immanuel Kant. Taen 
in Herbert Spencer, the latest exponent . 
pipte system of philosophy, 

“SSat pure thinking can do 
is to lead us tothe unknowabl®. It is a remarkable 
fact that the two greatest thinkers of modern times, 
the two men who have used their re@¥oning facul- 
ties to most purpose, declare in unmistakable terms 
that the utmost wecan do by pure thinking is to 
find out that we cannot know anything, The way 
of thoughtisa hich and lonely way. Only the 
strong and the amply endowed walk in it. But it 
leads not to rest, norto peace of mind. It carries 
one round and round through strange regions and 
leayes him at last weary and helpless, 
this way there comes to the 
beautiful conceptions, but no motive comes for re- 
miizingthem. systems arise beautiful as the morn- 
ing light, but the inspiration does not come for 
translating them into practice. The utmost the 
Greeks cou)d do was to reproduce their ideals in po- 
etry, oratory and sculpture. She failed to realize 
them in individual life, dr in institutions which 
ministered to permanence of national life. In the 
“midst of their refined thought, their polished ora- 
tory, their wonderful philosophy, their lofty ideals, 
their life: was corruy«. They attcmpted to reach 
perfection of character and permanence of 

- national life by thinking pure andsimple, not heed- 
ing the fact that outof the heart are the issues of 
life. While they were beautiful in concepticn and 
idea), they were covruptin reality and in practice. 
They have ilustrated for us that elegance of 
thought is no safeguard against impurity of life. 

Faith in Christ erucitied was foolishness te) them, 
for it ran athwart and questioned the value of their 
method. It involved the Yotal surrender of in- 
tellect, will and heart to another. Tosurrender the 
intellect, upon which they had relied with such im- 
plicit confidence, toone who had tounded noschool, 
who had built mo system, who had written no 
book, and who made no claims to intellectual supe- 
riority, was simply foolishness. That were to dis. 
credit the chief ins.rument of their glory, the power 
by whichthey had won their placein Literature 
and art. 

2. The way of law. No nation ever had such 
training in righteousness as the Jews. Moses, their 
first creat leader, hesnever hada peerin the realm 
Of legislation. He had a genius forlaw as Cywsar 
had for war, and Homer had for poetry. He not 
only wrote the best system of laws ever given tothe 
race, but Providence raised him up a nation that he 
Might rewrite and reproduce hisown laws in hn- 
man hearts and lives. And the Jews of the present 
day illustrate how eminently successfil he was as a 
teacher. No nation has ever begh so *apreguated 
with the sacredness and ‘jmj cance to 
law asthe Hebrews. As a race they Bave soughs 
Salvation by law. Herein is theirstrength and their 
weakies;, too, St. Paul says: “The law is holy, 
and the commandment holy, just and good; 
but I am carnal, sold under sin; for 
I know that in me, that is in my 
flesh, there dwelleth no good thing: forto will if 
present with me, but how to perform that which is 

ood I find not.’’ The apostle here nccords to law 
ts true place and dignity, but declares his inability 
fo keep it, This is because, while the law formally 
®xpresses what is right, it furnishes no disposition 
and no power to do the right. The law discovers 
®n, and acts as aschool master to bring us to 
Christ.

A son, by living a 
wild and reckless lite, may have revealed to him, 
because of his sin, depths of patience and self-sacri- 
fice in his mother's heart, that he would not have 
had if be bad lived a dutiful and obedient life. but 
it would not do to assume that his mother’s life was 
conditioned upon his being asinner. Nor would if 
do to suppose that the depth of patience and sell- 
sacrifi would not have becn in 
the mother’s heart but for the son’s sin

that is related to us is expressed through Christ. 

1. His power in creation. According to the Script- 
ures,all things were made by Him; without Him not 
anything wasmade that was made: by Him the 
worlds were framed, in Him all things consist or 
Stand together. “And to make all men see what is 
the fellowship of the mystery, which from the -be- 
ginning of the world hath been hid in God, who 
created all things by Jesus Christ.’’-Ephesians, 3:.. 
He is the beginning andthe end; the Alpha aud 
the Omega. God created¢the world through Christ 
crucified. Then we might exnect to sce Fints and 
suggestionsof the vicarious principle even in the 
natural world. Such we find to betrue, The ani- 
mals in respiratifn breathe out carbonie acid, and 
tne plants feed on it and turn it into oxygen. This 
is given out by the plant and in turn supports ani- 
mal life. The plants are dependent upon the ani- 
malsand the animals upon the plants. The one 
servesand suffers and works for theother. The 
carnivorous and the burbivorous animals are 
all dependent one upon the other. The 
eagle watches and foeds its young, 
The lion supplies the wants of its eub. 
Nothing finds its meaning and purpose in itself, but 
in something else, Nothing lives to itself nor dies to 
itself, butin living serves something else and in 
dying fenriches something else. All things are 
united andare inter-dependent. Ifcxygen were 
taken away animals would suffocate, if nitrogen 
were taken away things would burnup. The grain 
of wheat diesthat the harvest may come, waters 
flow that the trees may grow, and that the 
flowers may bloom. Every star that moves 
through the heavens revolves with refer- 
ence to the vicarious principle. These shed their 
light and warmth on other worlds, and notone of 
them could be taken ont of its place without chaos 
and contusion. The sunis constantly giving itself 
to supply the coloron the peach’s cheek, and the 
oak’s arm. The meadows would not be were it not 
for itsservice. The mountains lift themselves into 
the clouds and gather riches, sending them down 
to minister to the wants of man 
and beast. The lightning flashes 
and tLurns up the malaria in the atmosphere, 
that it may be taken into the lungs without danger. 
There is not a grain of sand, a drop of water or a 
natural elementin earth or sky but is under the 
dominion and sweep of the vicarious principle 
around which the universe is built, 

God has also created man in Christ crucified. &t. 
Paul says, ‘‘for we are His workmanship created in 
Christ Jesus unto good works.” foman is created 
on a vicarious principle, and with reference to a 
vicarious life. Through faith in a vicarious Savior 
he finds a_ vicarious life, and tinds 
the life he was created to live. He finds his own 
life. Itis the life ot another, but it is not a foreign 

life, but his own. So we find that man cannot 
come into social, political and commercial relations 
eyen without coming under the reign of this vica- 
rious principle. The judge who serves on the 
bench, the legislator who acts in the councils of the 
nation, the merchant who manages a store, the 
carpenter who works at the bench, works fgg others. 
They may not do it out of respect to the Supreme 
principle under which they labor, neverthelcss 
they show that human society is not possibie 
only in accordance with the exercise 
of this principle. Put men out of vicarious relations 
with one another, and you would then remand 
them back tothe condition of the savages. Even 
then they would have to force the earth and rivers 
and the trees to serve for them. That meh were 
made with reference to sacrifice finds new proof 
too, in the fact that among the religious of even the 
heathen nations sacrifice is the central element in 
it. Such peopie without revelation have pot learned 
to sacrifice thuemselyes, but they instinctly feel that 
in order to rid of the evils which eneompass them, 
that they must sacrifice something to what they re- 
gard the powers which rule them. 

They thus bear testimony to the universality and 
depth of the vicarious principle. 

2. His power in redemption. Man inthe fall dc- 
parted from the life with reference to which be was 
created, Lie yielded to the seductious of the flesh, 
and thus came under the law ofsinanddeath. To 
Lring him back to God. to holiness and to himself 
Christ reassured and re-emphasized the yacarious 
principle by relieving it in the formof a servant. 
Thus in His death he _ re-established the 
principle underlying the whole created 
universe. In giving his life, a willing sacrifice for 
man, he said in tones that shall sound down the 
aves forever, that human beings can only find their 
lives by living for others. 

3. His power in the extension of Christ’s Kingdom 
on the earth. 

The principle we are discussing was repeated by 
the masier in tiie selection of His disciples. He did 
not seleet them froin the wise and great as the 
world estimated, wisdom and greatness, 
He selected them from the poor 
and the unlearned, those wlio had come to share 
with Him the meaning and purpose ot Hislife. His 
kingdom has been extended through the same class 
of workers, too, ever since. 

A survey of the events ot history is sufficient to 
show ,is that the race has advanced only in the 
drift Wand direction of the tage» uuder- 
lying Christ's life. Nothing valuabie has 
been achieved withont somebody has 
died to make it possible. The race has advanced 
through suffering. The race is to be redeemed 
through suffering. It is the intention of Christ to 
draw to himself and organize in himself all who 
will be his disciples. His disciples are to constitute 
his body of which he is to be the head. They we 
to participate in bis suffering and in co-operation 
with him help redeem the world. 

William M. Taylor, in}Africa today, is illustrating 
the pr:nciple. about which I am talking. He has 
ectered into the limitations and sin of that degraded 
vople, that he may. through Christ, redeem them. 
David Livingstone liveda vicarious lifeand died 
that he might litt up a benighted-people. When a 
man surrenders to Jesus Christ, he himself becomes 
erncified with Him. This was foolishnessto the 
Greeks and a stumbling block to the Jews, but we 
can all see that it is the power of God; and: 
God has been with the man, 
the nation, that has banked on 
the principle. Tnis truth has been tested sufticiently 
to warrant us allin surrendcring to it completely 
and ucconditionally. Young J. Allen did it thirty 
years ago, and God has blessed him with the esteem 
and admiration of the Christian world. George 
Peabody did it with .his money and his 
life, and the world will never let his name 
die. He said the first thousand dollars he gave 
away caused him much pain, but the satisfaction 
that followed led him to continue to eve long as 
he lived. Peter Cooper did it, and when he died all) 
New York rose up to call him blessed,
